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Sorority occupies residential zone

The only thing keeping the 
Sigma Kappa Sorority from 
being the first sorority in the 
University of Tennessee 
system to own or occupy a 
house is a zoning law. 

According to Martin city 
building inspector. Junior 
McDaniels, the house, located 
directly across from Austin 
Peay dorm, is zoned R2 
meaning the house is in a 
residential neighborhood. 

Because of several other 
fraternities trying to get in 
residential zones, the city 
planning commission has 
reverted to a new rule 
restricting all fraternities and 
sororities to the University 
Zone. 

McDaniels said the sorority 
cannot display any letters or 
signs signifying that the house 
is a sorority house. “They 
cannot have an organized 
meeting or carry out other 
sorority functions at the house; 
however, there is nothing 
keeping the sorority members 
from living together in a house 
and having visitors,” 
McDaniels said. 

Another law hindering the 
Sigma Kappa’s is the fact that 
no more than two non-related 
people can live together in the 
house. 


There are three non-related 
girls living in the house now, 
and according to McDaniels, 
the owner of the house can live 
there, along with two other 
girls. 

He said the city must first 
prove any illegalities before 
any action can be taken against

Dunagan receives 
faculty petition

Acting Chancellor Nick 
Dunagun has called a faculty 
meeting for 3 p.m. Monday to 
address any questions or 
concerns faculty members 
might have as UTM enters his 
interim administration. 

This meeting comes after the 
Committee of Concerned 
Faculty, composed of 60-70 
faculty and administrators, 
met last Wednesday and a 
petition with 48 faculty 
signitures requesting the 
meeting was submitted to 
Dunagun. 

Dr. Richard Chesteen, 
political science professor and 
chairman of the Faculty 
Relations Committee, said that 
the Committee has since been 
dissolved and was only 
organized to express the 
concern that faculty opinions 
were being overlooked in 
administrative decisions. 

Chesteen explained that 
those attending the meeting 
were not so much concerned 
that Dunagun could not handle 
the interim position, but that 
they just wanted some part in 
recommending a replacement 
and felt that Smith’s 
promotion announcement was 
not handled properly. 

“The faculty were never 
formally told of the Chancel¬ 
lor’s leaving,” he said. 

Chesteen suggested that the 
transition could have been 
smoother with Smith’s skills in 
communication. 

“Dunagan is a graduate of 
this instituion and I think he 
will be 100 percent committed 
to his duties,” he added in 
support of Dunagan as interim 
chancellor. 

Chesteen also said that the 
attending faculty were 
concerned about rumors that 
Dr. A.L. Addington was going 
to resign as vice chancellor of 
Academic Affairs. 

Friday afternoon, Adding¬ 
ton announced to the deans, 
who would then pass the 
information down to their 
department heads and faculty, 
that he had submitted his 
resignation to former 
Chancellor Smith, but it had 
been rejected and he would 
stay at UTM in Smith’s 
absence.

(1) make fair and impartial 
decisions that would bring about 
just results: (2) substitute his 
judgment with that of his staff 
rather than blindly support it; (3) 
remove the fear among the people 
so that they won’t hide in the 
closets; (4) enforce collegiality(sic) 
priniciple, rather than employer- 
employee relationship, in dealing 
with the faculty; (5) talk to the 
complainants rather than send 
them rhetorical responses 
supporting the staff; (6) ensure 
that the people are treated fairly; 


and live up to the public 
statements he makes. 


I hope that the Search 
Committee and the Board of 
Trustees will look for the above 
side of the coin when 'an 
appointment is finalized. 

If the other side of the coin, that 
has left our Campus, had reflected 
the above commitment, I do not 
believe we had witnessed: (a) 
injustice done to Bonnie 
Hernon(who has now been 
completely forgotten under the 
glitter of the coin that is moving 
up) and others whose plights go 
unnoticed; (b) denial of 
promotions to some under the 
pretext that their doctorates are 
outside their teaching field or had 
not produced; (c) people on enemy 
list victimized and penalized with 
impunity and the victims facing 
stone-wall when airing their 


grievances; (d) exit of the coin 
under the circumstances that 
rumors had been floating for a 
number of days prior to the official 
announcement and the faculty, 
had remained in dark not knowing 
what was going on behind the 
curtains in Martin and ICnoxvilTe. 
It may be remembered that the 
coin, we had, made the public 
statement to the effect that the 
faculty will be first to know from 
him rather than through rumors 
or news media. 


It is such an exit which caused 
the Committee of Concerned 
Faculty to believe in a leadership 
crisis and call for a meeting to get 
answers to certain questions. That 
meeting was well-attended and 
there is no reason for the 
Committee or the faculty 
attending the meeting to 
apologize.

Where are Thumbs 


Understanding 
may lead to a 

solution 


When one studies the present situation in South Africa, the 
problems seem almost endless. One confrontation after 
another seems to dominate the news coming out of the area. 

For starters, apartheid has been condemned by nearly every 
nation in the free world. The administration of President 
Pieter Botha endorses the policies of apartheid, which are to 
say the least Victorian in nature. Black townships, which are 
the breeding grounds for racial discontent, are becoming 
more unstable with each passing week. And years of human 
rights violations have made the black youth of the country 
increasingly militant. 

The South African currency (the rand) continues to lose 
ground in the world market, and over 5,000,000 whites will 
have left the country by the end of the year. 

It is not surprising that South African business leaders, who 
have urged reforms for years, have met with the outlawed 
African National Congress to discuss the present situation. 

The apartheid policy is considered a lost cause by most white 
and black South Africans. A recent poll of whites living in 
South Africa revealed that 63 percent expected apartheid to 
end within the next 10 years. 

And while the average American is familiar with the 
situation in South Africa and believes that the actions of the 
South African government are morally wrong, most 
Americans don’t even understand the basic policies of 
apartheid-much less what the word means. 

To understand the basic theory behind apartheid, one has to 
realize that it is the doctrine of the Afrikaner. The Afrikaner 
is a white South African, while the term African is only 
applied to the black South African. The Afrikaners believe 
that the two are different races and can never live in the same 
political state without producing injustice to the African and a 
decline in white power. 

Afrikaners will not allow the blacks political rights because 
they believe that it will swamp the Western civilization with 
the African culture. If the two races are integrated, the 
Afrikaners say that the African will become an imitation of 
the white man instead of a good African. So, in the white 
political state the Afrikaner refuses the black man any 
position of trust, powen, or responsibility. 

So the black man in South Africa is not a part of the state. He 
does not have the right to vote or the right to be politically 
active. When he goes into the white areas of South Africa, he is 
a temporary migrant laborer-who must return to the black 
townships at the end of the day. 

This is a very brief explanation of apartheid policy. For the 
apartheid doctrine, which has been in effect since 1948, 
extends into almost every aspect of social existence for the 
Africans and the Afrikaners. Understanding the basics about 
apartheid can help in its demise. 
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What’s happening to The 
Pacer? That’s the question a lot of 
people are beginning to ask. It 
seems to me and several of my 
friends that there is definitely 
room for improvement. 

Many of us sat by idly while they 
took out "Cops and Robbers." This 
was one of my favorite items in the 
paper. I guess it was an 
embarrassment to our near- 
famous Safety and Security, so it 
had to be removed. 

Now they have taken out 
Thumbs-Up and Thumbs-Down. 
All right, we realize that many 
times it was just totally silly, but 
wasn't that the purpose of it? 

When someone or something 
was included in this column, they 
usually deserved to be included. 
This column helped express what 
many people thought, but were too 


shy, busy, lazy, etc., to express 
themselves.

The Secrets of ‘Association’ 
may knock Paul Young out

Tom Waits, Joe Cocker and 
Daryl Hall have nothing to worry 
about (at least not in the arena of 
blue-eyed soul) because the most 
recent contender is a feather¬ 
weight named Paul Young who 
throws a weak right at best. 

Young’s new album. The 
Secret of Association, is aptly 
titled. The work is full of 
mysteries, such as: Where did he 
get his material? Were these songs

in the Motown cut-out bins? How 
can a man put so much emotion 
into “Everytime You Go Away" 
and then cut a song like “Hot Fun” 
and make it sound like cold 
oatmeal? What kind of producer 
would build a r&b song around a 
rhythm machine? Why is this guy 
so popular in England? 

Side one of Secret does have the 
extended version of the Hall and 
Oates' penned “Everytime You Go 
Away” and Young bites into it 
with the ferocity and finesse of a 
starving vampire at a virgin’s 
throat. Of course. Young has had 
this song in his possession since 
1979 (when Hall wrote it for him). 

“I’m Gonna Tear Your 
Playhouse Down” is another 
excellent song that managed to 
wander onto this album and looks 
to become Young’s second (and 
hopefully final) hit from Secret. 
Full of jazz phrasings and catchy 
lyrics, it’s destined to be covered 
by r&b singers for years to come. 

The rest of this side of the album 
is comprised of three tunes that 
are like t.v. repairmen-they 
make promises but never deliver. 
"Bite the Hand That Feeds” and 


“Standing on the Edge" were 
definitely in that cut-out bin. 

“Soldier’s Things", the third 
song of the dreaded trilogy, is 
absolutely, ludicrously out of place 
on Secret. Politicians shouldn’t 
try to sing and singers shouldn’t 
try politics. There has never been 
a quote to this effect but there 
should be (maybe David Lee Roth 
will eventually produce it). 

Secret’s second side shows a bit 
more emotion on Young’s part and 
a lot more ineptitude on the part of 
his producer. Laurie Latham 
produces “Everything Must 
Change", “Hot Fun" and “I Was In 
Chains” as if there were a personal 
franchise on rhythm boxes 
involved. This, of course, doesn’t 
excuse Young from the ultimate 
blame on these songs-no artist 


(except Joan Jett) should 
relinquish that much control to a 
producer. 

“Tomb of Memories" and “One 
Step Forward" are the dim night- 
lights of Side Two. Tom Waits 
wouldn’t touch ’em. Cocker would 
laugh at them, and Daryl Hall 
might make them great. Young 
just introduces them for the first 
time to a mass audience. 

One thing that does manage to 
gasp its way to the surface of this 
vinyl flood is Young's voice. 
Despite the poor material and 
production on Secret, the listener 
can hear the incredible control 
and range of his singing. Young, 
given a good producer and more 
carefully selected songs, may yet 
mark several TKO’s to his credit

The defeat left the Pacers with 
an overall record of 1-4, and 0-2 in 
GSC play. 

The Pacer defense held the 
seventh-ranked Choctaws to 12 
points in the first half. 

Mississippi College scored 26 
points in the second half to defeat 
the UTM Pacers, 38-0, at Pacer 
Stadium Saturday night. 

At the beginning of the third 
quarter, the Pacer defense came 
out fired up and stopped the 
Choctaws on three successive 
runs. Unfortunately, the Pacers 
were unable to hold the Choctaws 
on their next possession. 

The Choctaw offense, led by the 
running of all-GSC performer. 
Micheal Fields, was able to score 
on a drive with 5:48 left in the 
third period. Micheal Harkins 
added the extra point to make the 
score 19-0. 


Two possessions later, tne 
Pacers established a strong drive, 
which ended on controversial 
third-down pass play. Kieth 
Kansie attempted a field goal 
which was blocked by Choctaw 
defenders. 

On the next play, UTM 
recovered a Clyde Shelly fumble 
on the Choctaw 34-yard line. 

The Choctaw defense held the 
Pacers to three yards on three 
plays. Kansie then attempted 
another field goal which was 
unsuccessful. 

The momentum favored the MC 
defense for the rest of the game. 
The Pacers were unable to get 
anything on offense. 

“We had some opportunities for 
some points, but we could not come 
up with the big play," said Pacer 
Coach Fred Pickard. "On defense, 
we let them have the big play.” 


The next scoring drive was set 
up by the running of Fields and 
ended with a 15 yard touchdown 
pass from quarterback David 
Hooper to split end Tony Eddins.

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Comet will not

When Halley's comet blazes 
across the heavens later this year, 
Martin will not be the place to see 
it--but, according to Dr. David 
Loebekka. the view won’t exactly 
be grand anywhere in the world. 

“In 1910, the earth passed 
through the comet's tail," 
Loebekka explained. “And there 
was also another comet visible 
from earth that year, so many 
people combined the two in their 
minds and remembered one big. 
spectacular event. It won't be 
anything like that this time.” 

Loebekka. a professor of physics 
and astronomy, expressed concern 
that the Halley appearance will be 


blown out of proportion in the 
media. 

“If you remember Kahoutek, the 
comet that appeared a few years 
ago. youll remember the media 
hype associated with it. Everyone 
was expecting a spectacular 
event, butthat just didn't happen * 

The best we can hope for in this 
area, the professor said, will be a 
brief glimpse of a large, dim 
object The ideal place to view the 
comet is in the Southern 
hemisphere, in Australia. 

“Halley” is usually pronounced 
“Haley." as in Bill Haley and the 
comets. But according to 
Loebekka the actual family name 
is pronounced in this country to

rhyme with “valley": in British 
pronunciation, it is “Hawley." 

Comets themselves have been 
described as “dirty snowballs.* a 
theory formulated by Whipple 
that claims comets are made up of 
balls of frozen gases. These 
snowballs orbit the sun just like 
planets, but their orbits are much 
more elliptical. As the comet 
approaches the sun and begins to 
heat, the distinctive “tail” appears 
as the frozen gases begin to melt 

“Comets may have existed since 
the birth of the solar system." 
Loebekka explained. “There is a 
theory that comets may have 
caused the extinction of dinosaurs, 
and there is some evidence to back 
that up." The theory implies that 
there is a hidden planet located 
beyond Pluto, called Nemesis, that 
periodically-every 23-30 million 
years-causes a shower of comets 
throughout the solar system. 
When these comets strike the 
earth, they throw up an enormous 
cloud of dust. Enough striking in 
a short span could cause clouds of 
dust which could seriously alter 
the world's climate by blocking 
sunlight and causing tempera¬ 
tures to drop. 

"There is some geologic 
evidence for this," Loebekka said, 
“and there are some interesting 
possibilities inherent in this idea. 
But it isn’t generally accepted 
yet.” 

A comet differs from a meteor in 
many ways, but one is 
immediately visible. “Meteorsare 
atmospheric phenomena,” 
Loebekka pointed out. “They 
occur when a particle of dust or 
rock in space falls through 
atmosphere and burns up from 
friction, causing a flash or streak 
across thesky. It lasts usually only 
for a few seconds. Comets, on the 
other hand, are bodies in orbit and 
are much larger-one to two miles 
in diameter. They appear 
stationary against the back¬ 
ground of the stars.” 

Although the European Space 
Agency, the Soviet Union and 
Japan are all sending satellites to 
intercept Halley’s comet, the U.S. 


is not in the running for this 
particular space race. 

“They couldn’t get the funding 
for the project." Loebekka said 
"We did alter the course of a 
satellite and send it through the 
tail of another comet. Giacobini- 
Zimmer, some time ago. There 
was some worry that micromete¬ 
orites in the comet’s tail might 
destroy the solar panels that 
powered it, but that didn't 
happen.” The probe, he went on, 
confirmed most of what scientists 
had already deduced aboutcomets 
from spectral analysis. 

“We don't expect any major 
surprises from these probes,” he 
said. "There is some ambiguity 
due to problems in seeing the 
spectra clearly, but there 
shouldn't be anything that should 
challenge our view of the creation 
of the solar system," 

And when will Halley's comet, 
so eagerly awaited, be visible 
here? According to Loebekka. it 
will first become visible toward 
the end of December. At that time 
it will not be near the sun. so the 
tail will not be visible. In fact, it 
will probably be no brighter than 
the stars that make up the Little 
Dipper, and will appear about one 
hour after sunset in the western 
sky, about 20 degrees above the 
horizon. 

Around February 9 it will be 
closest to the sun, but on the other 
side-that celestial orb will block 
our best view. 

When the comet reappears on 
the opposite side, it will be visible 
here from about March 1 to the 
middle of April. This is the 
optimum viewing time for our 
area, and it will be in the southeast 
sky about one hour before sunrise. 

“Halley’s is an unusual comet, in 
that its appearance, however dim. 
will be visible to the naked eye.” 
Loebekka said. ”10 comets are 
discovered every year. One per 
decade will be visible to an 
average telescope. And one per 
century will be truly spectacular.” 

Loebekka will post information 
about the comet on the second floor 
of the EPS building.

Harrodsburg in the central 
bluegrass area of Kentucky. Two 
evenings will be spent at the 
Bright Leaf Resort in Harrods¬ 
burg with dinner at the renowned 
Beaumont Inn planned for the 
first evening. 

Saturday, Nov. 2. will be set 
aside for touring the area. The 
first stop will be Bardstown, one of 
Kentucky’s oldest settlements. 
Planned sites include “My Old 
Kentucky Home State Park:" St. 
Joseph’s Cathedral, the first 
Catholic cathedral west of the 
Allegheny Mountains: and 
Abraham Lincoln’s birthplace. 
After lunch the tour will proceed 
to Danville, the first capital of the 
Kentucky district of Virginia. 
The day will end after a stop in 
Perryville, the scene of the most 
severe Civil War battle fought in 
Kentucky. Saturday dinner will 
be at the famous Elmwood Inn in 
Perryville. 

The tour will travel to 
Shakertown, a restored monu¬ 
ment to the Shaker lifestyle, on 
Sunday morning. Founded in 
1805. the community was an 
experiment in celibate communal 
living which lasted about 100 
years. Participants will have the 
opportunity to tour more than 20 
buildings in order to learn about 
the Shaker way of life. After the 
three- hour tour, the group will 
have dinner at the Trustee's House 
which features regional and 
Shaker specialties. The tour 
should arrive in Martin around 7 
p.m. Sunday evening. 

The cost of the weekend is $150 
per person which includes all 
transportation, double occupancy 
rooms, admission to planned 
activities and meals at the 
Beaumont Inn, the Elmwood Inn 
and Shakertown. The tour is 
limited to 40 people and 
reservations should be made by 
contacting UTM's Department of 
Conferences and Institutes.

Death of Dresden family being investigated 

Severe depression of the father of a Dresden family may explain an 
apparent murder-suicide that look four lives. Tony Horn, along with 
his wife and two young daughters, were found shot to death in their 
home over the weekend. Weakley County Sheriff Mike Wilson said 
Monday that family members told him Horn was an extremely 
religious man who was depressed over “wordly matters." An official 
ruling on the deaths has not been made, but police could find noother 
motive for the shootings, nor evidence of an intruder. Four-year-old 
Leslie Horn and two-year-old Jennifer Horn were shot in the head. 
Mrs. Angela Horn was shot twice and Tony Horn was shot once in the 
head. 

Dana Kirk questioned by grand jury 

A federal grand jury looking into sports gambling reconvened 
Tuesday in Memphis. About 100 witnesses have appeared before the 
jury since it began meeting in April After federal authorities raided 
11 suspected book-making operations in the Memphis and Jackson 
area. Memphis State University basketball coach. Dana Kirk, was 
questioned by the grand jury last month. Other Memphis State 
officials and supporters have also testified. There have been no 
indictments handed down nor any hint of when the investigation may 
conclude. 

Governor Alexander visits China 

Governor Alexander was in the People's Republic of China Monday 
where he worked out preliminary agreements for economic ties with 
a central China Province. Shanxi. Alexander is the first U.S. 
governor to visit the 2.000-year-old capital city. Alexander said he 
and Governor Wang have agreed to a statement establishing more 
regular exchanges between the Chinese province and the state of 
Tennessee, making it easier for Tennesseans to do business in China.

Atlantis is back from secret mission 

The space shuttle Atlantis is back, but what it did during its 1.7 
million mile shakedown voyage is not known. Atlantis banked over 
the Mojave Desert Monday morning before landing at California's 
Edwards Air Force Base, ending a classified military mission. The 
four-day flight was conducted in secrecy, but sources say the shuttle 
landed two advanced defense communications satellites. It is not 
known if that effort was successful, but NASA says the shuttle itself 
performed well on its first mission.

He told Republicans that work on the missile defense system, to be set 
up in space, “will go forward.” He said the plan “would not militarize 
space, it would de militarize the arsenals on earth.”

Mexico is embarking on a decentralization plan in the wake of two 
huge earthquakes last month. Much of Mexico's governmental 
apparatus has been concentrated in Mexico City, but some offices are 
being moved to other cities after the quakes. Rescuers in Mexico City 
are still trying to get to a boy trapped in the rubble for more than 20 
days. 
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Colonel explains ROTC

Freshmen, interested in ROTC, 
are encouraged to stop by the 
ROTC building for advising on 
classes they should take Winter 
Quarter, said Colonel Cowan, 
professor of Military Science. 

“We want the freshmen and 
sophomores to know that it is not 
too late to get involved in ROTC if 
they did not register for military 
science classes this fall," Cowan 
said. 

Cowan also emphasized the fact 
that there is no obligation to the 
military for the first twoyearsofa 
student's involvement. 

“ROTC at UTM gives a student 
the chance to become a 
commissioned officer in the 
National Guard. Army Reserve or 
Active Army while getting a 
college degree. But there is no 
obligation on the student's part or 
on our part for the first two years," 
Cowan said. 

The ROTC program is divided 
into two parts-the basic course, 
which is the first two years, and 
the advanced course, which is the 
last two years. 

In the basic course, which has no 
military obligation and provides 
the students' books and materials 
free, involves classes in basic 
marksmanship, survival tech¬ 
niques, map reading, weapons 
safety, land navigation, military 
history and leadership principles, 
Cowan explained. 

Students in the advanced 
course, which focuses on 
leadership ability and soldier 
skills, are chosen by the Professor 


of Military Science on a basis of 
their administrative, physical, 
academic and leadership 
potential, Cowan said. 

When they enroll in the 
advanced course, they sign a 
contract which says they will be 
paid $100 per month for ten 
months per academic year, and 


they agree to apply for 
appointment as a commissioned 
officer in the army. 

Cowan also explained that 
ROTC offers many scholarships to 
students involved in the program 
and to those students who are not 
yet involved in ROTC. 

“UTM was the first university 
in the country to pay for the 


housing of those students who 
received four-year scholarships 
with ROTC." Cowan said. 


Each year UTM also gels about 
six two- snd three- year 
scholarships from the army to 
attract on-campus students to the 
ROTC program
